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INTRODUCTION TO THE PUBLIC ACCOUNTS 


Nature of the Public Accounts 


The Public Accounts is the report of the Government 
of Canada prepared each fiscal year by the Receiver 
General as required by Section 64 of the Financial Ad- 
ministration Act. 


The report covers the fiscal year of the Government, 
which ends on March 31, and is prepared from data 
contained in the accounts of Canada and from more 
detailed records maintained in departments and agen- 
cies. The accounts of Canada is the centralized record 
of the Government’s financial transactions maintained 
by the Receiver General in which the transactions of all 
departments and agencies are summarized. Each depart- 
ment and agency is responsible for reconciling its 
accounts to the control accounts of the Receiver 
General, and for maintaining detailed records of the 
transactions in their accounts. 


The report covers the financial transactions of the 
Government during the year. In certain cases, par- 
liamentary authority to undertake transactions was 
provided by legislation approved in earlier years. 


Format of the Public Accounts 
The Public Accounts is produced in three volumes. 


Volume I presents a summary analysis of the finan- 
cial transactions of the Government while Volume III 
contains an annual consolidated report on the businesses 
and activities of all parent Crown corporations together 
with a listing of all Crown corporations and other cor- 
porate interests of Canada. 


Volume II is published in two parts. Part I presents 
the financial operations of the Government, segregated 
by ministry while Part II presents additional informa- 
tion and analyses. The content of Part II is summarized 
as follows:

¢ financial statements of departmental corporations 
and other entities (Section 2); 


* supplementary information required by the Finan- 
cial Administration Act (Section 3);

Some of the information included in these financial statements is 
based on management’s best estimates and judgements and gives 
due consideration to materiality. 


The primary responsibility for the integrity and objectivity of 
these statements rests with the Finance and Administration Sector. 
This responsibility is discharged by the Comptroller’s Directorate 
which develops and disseminates financial management and ac- 
counting policies and issues specific directives necessary to 
maintain standards of accounting and financial management. Fur- 
thermore, the Department maintains internal controls designed to 
indicate accountability, provide assurance that assets are safe- 
guarded and that reliable financial records are kept. Financial 
management and internal control systems are augmented by the 
maintenance of internal audit programs.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
MARCH 31, 1989 


1. Purpose and authority 


The Defence Production Revolving Fund has been auth- 
orized by Section 15 of the Defence Production Act. It was 
established in 1951 for the purpose of: 


(a) financing the stockpiling of defence supplies or strategic 
materials; 


(b) making loans or advances to aid in defence procurement 
such as working capital loans as advance payments on 
contracts but not including loans or advance payments for 
capital purposes; and 


(c) permitting initial payments for defence supplies which can 
be promptly billed to a Government department, agency or 
an associated government in advance of delivery of goods. 


The Adjustment of Accounts Act (S.C. 1980, c. 17) had the 
effect of creating a separate Defence Production Loan Account 
for loans or advances authorized under the Defence Production 
Act, item (b) above.

PUBLIC ACCOUNTS, 1988-89 


The Fund and the Defence Production Loan Account have a 
continuing non-lapsing authority from the Adjustment of Ac- 
counts Act to make payments out of the Consolidated Revenue 
Fund, the total of which is not to exceed at any time by more 
than $100 million the aggregate of amounts received on these 
two accounts. An amount of $15,408,997, representing net 
assets assumed by the Fund, was charged to this authority when 
the Fund became budgetary in 1981. Pursuant to Treasury 
Board authority, the accumulated surplus in the amount of 
$455,935 has been transferred to the Fund’s authority during 
1984-85. 


2. Significant accounting policies 


(a) Payments to suppliers for defence supplies are billed to 
departments and Crown corporations at cost.

Progress payments to suppliers 


Progress payments and accrued liabilities to suppliers for 
defence supplies requisitioned by Government depart- 
ments and agencies and/or for stockpiled inventories, 
which are in progress and located on the supplier’s 
premises, are recorded as progress payments to suppliers. 
Under the terms of the contracts, the suppliers are liable 
to the Fund until delivery takes place. 


(c) Progress billings to customers 


Billings to customers for defence supplies requisitioned 
which have not yet been delivered to customers are re- 
corded in the accounts as progress billings to customers. 


Note: For the years ended March 31, 1987, March 31, 1988 
and March 31, 1989, there were no transactions that 
applied to (b) and (c).

MANAGEMENT REPORT 


The accompanying financial statements of the Government Tele- 
communications Agency (GTA) Revolving Fund have been 
prepared as required by and in accordance with the policy and 
procedures of the Treasury Board for revolving funds and the repor- 
ting requirements and standards of the Receiver General for 
Canada. The primary responsibility for the integrity and objectivity 
of data in these financial statements rests with the management of 
the Fund. 


These financial statements were prepared in accordance with the 
significant accounting policies, as set out in Note 2, on a basis 
consistent with that of the preceding year. Some previous year’s 
figures have been reclassified to conform to the current year’s 
presentation. Some of the information included in these financial 
statements is based on management’s best estimates and judgements 
and gives due consideration to materiality. Financial information 
contained in the ministerial statements and elsewhere in the Public 
Accounts is consistent with that in these financial statements, un- 
less indicated otherwise. 


The Director General, Financial Management develops and dis- 
seminates financial management and accounting policies and issues 
specific directives which maintain standards of accounting and 
financial management. These are supplemented by additional sys- 
tems and procedures developed and implemented by the Fund’s 
Finance and Administration Division. The Fund maintains systems 
of financial management and internal control at appropriate cost. 
Transactions are executed in accordance with prescribed regula- 
tions, within parliamentary authorities and are properly recorded to 
maintain accountability of Government funds and safeguard the 
Fund’s assets. Financial management and internal control systems 
are augmented by the activities of internal audit and by frequent 
contacts with departmental financial and internal audit officers. 


The Fund also seeks to assure the objectivity and integrity of data 
in its financial statements by the careful selection, training and 
development of qualified accounting staff, by organizational ar- 
rangements that provide appropriate divisions of responsibility and 
by a high standard of internal communications aimed at ensuring 
that its regulations, policies, procedures and managerial authorities 
are understood throughout the Agency. 


The Agency maintains and operates a computerized financial 
information system, which was designed to meet the unique require- 
ments of accounting for revolving fund transactions, and the need 
to provide timely and accurate financial information required by the 
Department of Supply and Services in its discharge of Receiver 
General responsibilities relating to the Accounts of Canada.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
FOR THE YEAR ENDED MARCH 31, 1989 


1. Purpose and authority 


The Government Telecommunications Agency Revolving 
Fund was originally established in 1963 to plan and provide 
telecommunications facilities and services at the request of 
federal departments and agencies. Section 23 of the Adjust- 
ment of Accounts Act which was repealed and replaced by 
Section 4 of the Revolving Funds Act, authorized the Minister 
to make payments out of the Consolidated Revenue Fund for 
working capital, capital equipment and temporary financing of 
operating requirements, the total of which was not to exceed 
$8,000,000 at any time. This authority was increased to 
$12,000,000 by Appropriation Act No. 4, 1981-82, to 
$15,000,000 by Appropriation Act No. 4, 1983-84 and to 
$19,000,000 by Appropriation Act No. 4, 1984-85. In accord- 
ance with Vote 2c, Appropriation Act No. 4, 1982-83, an 
amount of $1,485,822 of the accumulated deficit caused by the 
payment to Bell Canada for a terminated contract has been 
written-off to the authority. An amount of $741,781 repre- 
senting net assets assumed by the Fund and assets contributed 
to the Fund was charged against this authority when the Fund 
became budgetary. 


2. Significant accounting policies 


(a) Prepaid expenses 


Some payments are made to suppliers for activity in the 
next fiscal year and are recorded as prepaid expenses on 
the balance sheet. 


(b) Fixed assets 


Fixed assets are carried at cost. In most cases, depreciation 
is calculated using the diminishing balance method at the 
following rates: automobiles (30%), office equipment 
(20%), furniture and fixtures (10%). Telecommunications 
equipment constitutes a special category of assets, depre- 
ciated on a straight-line basis, over the first five to seven 
years of utilization of the equipment. 


(c) Assets under capital lease 


Leases which transfer substantially all of the benefits and 
risks incident to ownership of property are accounted for 
as acquisitions of assets and assumptions of obligations 
corresponding to the fair acquisition value of the asset 
(excluding interest charges) at the time of purchase. The 
asset is amortized and the obligation, including interest 
thereon, is liquidated over the life of the lease. 


(d) Deferred charges 


Service contracts amounting originally to $900,000 (1983- 
84) are included in this category. They relate to advance 
payments to suppliers for future telecommunications ser- 
vices and are amortized on a straight-line basis over a five 
year period. 


In 1988-89, the amortization relating to service contracts 
amounted to $180,000 ($180,000 in 1987-88). Other 
deferred charges are linked to acquisitions of telecom- 
munications equipment by GTA and are amortized on a 
straight-line basis on the same life expectancy as the asset 
they relate to. In 1988-89, the amortization relating to the 
other deferred charges amounted to $2,834.

(e) Deferred revenue—Service contracts 


Advance payments from client departments and agencies 
for future telecommunications services are recorded as 
deferred revenue and are included in revenue on an equal 
basis over a five to seven year period. In 1988-89, 
$360,321 was recognized as revenue. 


(f) Accrued revenue—Long-term 


Monthly payment plans are offered to departments and 
agencies to cover implementation costs of telecommunica- 
tions services. At the end of 1988-89, the amount 
outstanding is equal to $51,950. The short-term portion of 
the accrued revenue (due in 1989-90) represents $14,623 
and is included in the accounts receivable—Government 
of Canada in the balance sheet. 


(g) Employee termination benefits 


Termination benefits accrue to employees over their years 
of service with the Government of Canada as provided for 
under collective agreements. The cost of these benefits is 
recorded in the accounts as the benefits accrue to the 
employees.

4. Obligation under capital lease

We have prepared the accompanying financial statements of the 
National Film Board Revolving Fund as required by and in accordance 
with the policy of the Treasury Board on revolving funds and the 
reporting requirements and standards of the Receiver General for 
Canada. The primary responsibility for the integrity and objectivity of 
data in these financial statements rests with the management of the 
Fund.

Transactions are executed in accordance with 
prescribed regulations, within parliamentary authorities and are 
properly recorded to maintain accountability of Government funds and 
safeguard the Fund’s assets. Financial management and internal control 
systems are augmented by the maintenance of internal audit programs 
where contacts are maintained between our internal auditor and staff 
of the Auditor General’s Office.

1. Authority and purposes 


The National Film Board was established in 1950 under the 
National Film Act to initiate and promote the production and 
distribution of films in the national interest and in particular 


to: 


produce and distribute, and to promote the production and 
distribution of films designed to interpret Canada to 


Canadians and to other nations: 


represent the Government of Canada in its relations with 
persons engaged in commercial motion picture film activity 
in connection with motion picture films for the Government 


or any department thereof;

engage in research in film activity and to make available the 
results thereof to persons engaged in the production of films; 


advise the Governor in Council in connection with film 
activities; and 


discharge such other duties relating to film activity as the 
Governor in Council may direct it to undertake. 


The Board, through the operation of a revolving fund having 
a permanent continuing authority from Parliament, can make 
payments out of the Consolidated Revenue Fund for working 
capital and the interim financing of operating costs and the 
acquisition of fixed assets and can record the increase in the 
net book value of fixed assets against this authority, which 
provides that the aggregate of admissible working capital and 
net book value of fixed assets is not to exceed $20 million at 
any one time. A parliamentary authority, to replenish the 
revolving fund for net acquisitions of fixed assets and the 
admissible cost of operations, is voted annually and recorded 
in the year to which it applies. Any unused balance lapses. 


2. Significant accounting policies 


Production of films and other forms of visual presentation 


All production costs are charged to operations in the year in 
which they are incurred and shown in the statement of 
operations as follows: 


Board’s program 

All costs incurred for unsponsored productions, the Board’s 
share in coproductions and the excess of costs over the 
sponsor’s contribution for partially-sponsored productions. 


Sponsored production 
All costs incurred for fully-sponsored productions and the 
sponsored costs of partially-sponsored productions. 


Revenues from production of films and other forms of visual 
presentation are accounted for at an amount equal to the 
sponsored production costs during the year in which these 
costs are incurred. Any profit is recognized in the year the 
production is completed. 


Film prints 


The cost of prints made for sale purposes is recorded as 
inventories. The cost of other prints is expensed on a current 
basis. 


Inventories 


Productions in progress are carried at the cumulative amount 
of costs incurred for each production exceeding advances 
invoiced, up to the amount of the sponsored unbilled balance. 
On the other hand, any cumulative excess of advances invoiced 
over costs incurred is recorded as advances on productions. 


Materials and supplies are carried at the average cost. 


Film prints and other forms of visual presentation held for 
sale are carried at the lower of the average direct cost of 
production and net realizable value. 


Fixed assets 


Technical equipment, data processing equipment, office 
equipment and furniture, and rolling stock are carried at cost. 
Depreciation is calculated on the straight-line method over the 
estimated useful lives of the assets, generally 3 to 20 years. 


Leasehold improvements are charged to operations as 
incurred. 


The Board enters into operating lease agreements to acquire 
the exclusive use of certain fixed assets. These rental fees are 
charged to operations in the year to which they apply. The 
Board also enters into capital lease agreements by which 
substantially all the benefits and risks incident to ownership of 
the assets are transferred to the Board. The Board then records 
an asset and an obligation corresponding to the fair value of 
the acquisition price of the asset (excluding any interest 
expenditure). The assets recorded from a capital lease 
agreement are amortized on the same basis as other assets 
owned by the Board and the obligations are amortized over the 
lease term. 


Employee termination benefits 


On termination of employment, employees of the Board are 
entitled to certain benefits provided for under their collective 
agreements and their conditions of employment. The cost of 
these benefits is expensed in the year in which they are earned. 


Pension plan 


All employees participate in the superannuation plan 
administered by the Government of Canada. The employees 
and the Board contribute equally to the cost of the plan. This 
contribution represents the total liability of the Board. 
Contributions in respect of current service and admissible past 
service are expensed during the year in which payments are 
made. The terms of payment for past service are set by the 
applicable purchase conditions in effect, generally over the 
number of years of service remaining prior to retirement. 


3. Advances to coproducers 


During the year, the Board advanced amounts to coproducers 
to temporarily finance a portion of their production costs and 
in order to avoid delaying production schedules. These 
advances are reimbursable without interest according to the 
degree of advancement of productions. Concurrently, the 
coproducers have assigned to the Board amounts owed or 
amounts that could be owed by Telefilm Canada or the Société 
de radio-télévision du Québec.

The Fund’s division for financial administration complies with 
departmental financial management and accounting policies, develops 
those specific to the Fund’s requirements and issues manuals and 
directives which maintain these policies and which describe 
procedures. The Fund maintains systems of financial management and 
internal accounting controls which provide management with 
reasonable assurance that transactions are recorded and executed in 
accordance with its authorizations and that its assets are safeguarded. 
These systems are augmented by the departmental internal audit 
program.

1. Authority and purpose 


The Passport Office Revolving Fund was established in 1969 
to provide for the issue of appropriate travel documents to 
Canadian citizens and to certain permanent residents of 
Canada who are unable to obtain valid passports from their 
country of origin. The Revolving Funds Act authorized the 
operation of the Fund. 


The Fund has a continuing non-lapsing authority from 
Parliament to make payments out of the Consolidated Revenue 
Fund for working capital, capital acquisitions and temporary 
financing of accumulated operating deficits, the total of which 
is not to exceed $4,000,000 at any time. An amount of 
$745,893 representing net assets assumed by the Fund and 
assets contributed to the Fund was charged to this authority 
when the Fund became budgetary in 1981. 


2. Significant accounting policies 


(a) Inventories 


The inventory of materials and supplies is carried at cost 
and the inventory of passports-in-process is valued at 
average cost for the year.

MANAGEMENT REPORT 


We have prepared the accompanying financial statements of the 
Public Works Revolving Fund—Services and Management Account 
as required by and in accordance with the policy of the Treasury 
Board on revolving funds and the reporting requirements and stand- 
ards of the Receiver General for Canada. The primary responsibility 
for the integrity and objectivity of data in these financial statements 
rests with the management of the Fund. Furthermore, certain trans- 
actions of the Revolving Fund have been examined by the Auditor 
General as part of his annual audit of the Public Accounts. 


These financial statements were prepared in accordance with the 
stated accounting policies set out in Note 2. Some previous year’s 
figures have been reclassified to conform to the current year’s 
presentation. Some of the information included in these financial 
statements is based on management’s best estimates and judgements 
and gives due consideration to materiality. To fulfill this reporting 
responsibility, the Fund maintains a set of accounts which provides 
a centralized record of the Fund’s financial transactions. Financial 
information contained in the ministerial statements and elsewhere 
in the Public Accounts is consistent with that in these financial 
statements, unless indicated otherwise. 


The Department’s Corporate Management Branch develops and 
disseminates financial management and accounting policies and 
issues specific directives which maintain standards of accounting 
and financial management. The Branch maintains systems of finan- 
cial management and internal control at appropriate cost. 
Transactions are executed in accordance with prescribed regula- 
tions, within parliamentary authorities and are properly recorded to 
maintain accountability of Government funds and safeguard the 
Fund’s assets. Financial management and internal control systems 
are augmented by the maintenance of internal audit programs. 
Management also seeks to assure the objectivity and integrity of 
data in its financial statements by the careful selection, training and 
development of qualified staff, by organizational arrangements that 
provide appropriate divisions of responsibility and by communica- 
tion programs aimed at ensuring that its regulations, policies, 
standards and managerial authorities are understood throughout the 
organization. 


The accounting systems and financial statements have evolved 
over the years to meet changing conditions. The cost accounting 
system was implemented during the 1987-88 fiscal year providing 
a better allocation and measurement of costs and enhancing man- 
agement reporting. 


Effective April 1, 1988 the Fund moved to a market based charg- 
ing mode of operation and as a result, the basis of reporting is not 
consistent with that of the preceding year. New financial accounting 
policies have been adopted and Treasury Board has approved re- 
vised terms and conditions effective that date.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
MARCH 31, 1989 


1. Purpose and authority 


The Public Works Revolving Fund was established by the 
Adjustment of Accounts Act (Bill C-22 dated July 22, 1980), 
which was repealed in 1985 and replaced by Section 5 of the 
Revolving Funds Act, to allow the Minister of Public Works 
to make expenditures for undertakings by the Department on 
behalf of other Government departments and agencies, other 
Governments and private sector tenants of federally owned or 
leased property. The Fund has a continuing non-lapsing auth- 
ority from Parliament to make payments out of the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund for the operating expenses, the 
necessary working capital and capital expenditures, the total 
of which is not to exceed $450,000,000 at any time. 


In accordance with Section 33 of the Adjustment of Accounts 
Act, and through the 1983-84 Supplementary Estimates B, the 
authority of the Fund was amended to include charges on 
behalf of other PWC’s departmental programs and to increase 
the financial authority from $55 million to $150 million. In the 
1984-85 final Supplementary Estimates the authority was in- 
creased from $150 million to $300 million. Through the 
1987-88 Supplementary Estimates E the authority was further 
increased from $300 million to $450 million.

The Services Program operated as a revolving fund on a 
direct cost recovery basis from April 1, 1985 to March 31, 
1988, supplemented by a payment vote to cover non-recover- 
able operating expenses from clients, as well as a vote to cover 
capital acquisitions of the program. Under revised terms and 
conditions of approved TB Minute 805839 dated June 25, 
1987, the Public Works Revolving Fund—Services and Man- 
agement Account, effective April 1, 1988, operates as a 
financially self-supporting entity charging market-based ser- 
vice fees in accordance with the Treasury Board approved rate 
structure for the services provided to clients. In order to do so, 
certain fixed assets originally funded from departmental ap- 
propriations and liabilities for employee unused annual leave 
and termination benefits were assumed by the Public Works 
Revolving Fund. As of April 1, 1988, an amount of 
$16,547,815 representing net liabilities assumed by the Fund 
was charged to the Fund’s accumulated net charge against the 
Fund’s authority. The current and fixed assets were assumed at 
their estimated net realizable value and estimated net book 
value respectively. The long-term liabilities at that date were 
assumed at their adjusted actuarial values. 


2. Significant accounting policies 


The Public Works Revolving Fund—Services and Manage- 
ment Account is charged with all expenditures of the Services 
Program—The Fund is credited with the recoveries from all 
clients for the services rendered. The revenues generated in- 
clude fees based on market practices plus recoveries of salaries 
and other disbursements, where appropriate. 


The financial statements have been prepared using the fol- 
lowing accounting policies: 


Revenue recognition 


Revenue is recognized in the accounting period in which it 
is earned through the provision of goods or services, or an 
event giving rise to a claim has taken place. 


Expense recognition and recording 


All expenses, including termination benefits and vacation 
pay, are recorded in the fiscal year in which they are in- 
curred. 


Accounts receivable 


Accounts receivable are recorded when invoices are issued 
as a result of the provision of goods or services and are 
reported at the billed amounts. It is the Fund’s policy to 
provide for doubtful accounts. 


Consumable stores inventory 


This account includes only the consumable materiel that is 
bought and held in PWC Stores on behalf of operational 
managers responsible for property management services and 
other services as agreed to by Materiel Management. The 
inventory is comprised of stock items which are categorized 
accordingly under hardware, electrical, lumber, and plumb- 
ing supplies. Inventories of consumable materials are valued 
at cost on a first-in, first-out basis. 
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Work-in-process 


Work-in-process includes the value of actual labour hours at 
standard rates multiplied by a billing factor, fees and disbur- 
sements incurred for services performed or goods delivered 
on client projects, less any amounts already billed. 


Fixed assets 


Certain fixed assets previously under the custodianship of 
the Department of Public Works were assumed by the Fund 
as of April 1, 1988, and recorded at cost along with the 
associated accumulated depreciation. As a result, these as- 
sets are reflected in the accounting records at net book value. 
Fixed assets purchased by the Fund since April 1, 1988, are 
recorded at cost. 


Floating marine and related shore based assets costing less 
than $15,000 are treated as expenses in the year of acquisi- 
tion. 


Fixed assets (other than those relating to floating marine and 
related shore-based facilities) costing less than $1,000 are 
expensed in the year of acquisition. 


A capital expenditure which extends the economic life of an 
asset or increases its capacity will be capitalized. 


Proceeds from disposal of fixed assets are retained by the 
Fund, with any loss or gain on disposal disclosed separately 
in the financial statements. 


Depreciation of fixed assets 


Fixed assets are depreciated on a straight-line basis, to their 
salvage value over their estimated useful economic life, from 
the month the asset becomes operational on the following 
basis:

Pension plan 


Employees of the Department whose salaries and other bene- 
fits are paid by the Fund are covered by the Public Service 
Superannuation Act and the Supplementary Retirement 
Benefits Act. The Government’s portion of the pension cost 
is included in the employee benefits assessed against the 
Fund. The liability for the payment of the pensions is against 
the Public Service Superannuation and Supplementary Re- 
tirement Benefit Accounts.

Accrued salaries and benefits 4. Fixed assets and depreciation 


This accrued liability represents the amount of unused an- 
nual leave based on average salary rates in effect as at the 
end of the year and an amount for retro-active salary in- 
creases negotiated in 1989-90 and applicable to 1988-89. 


Employee termination benefits 


Termination benefits accrue to employees over their years of 
service with the Government of Canada, as provided for in 
collective agreements and the cost of these benefits are 
recorded in the accounts as they accrue. The amount of the 
liability has been established using actuarial determined 
rates provided by the Treasury Board. 


3. Change in accounting policies 


In 1988-89, the Fund operated under revised terms and con- 
ditions; and as a consequence, new accounting policies were 
adopted. In prior years, as the Fund provided interim financing 
of expenditures for clients, the statements disclosed total re- 
coveries equal to total expenditures less any amount remaining 
in work-in-process at year-end. Hence there was no profit and 
as described in Note 2, revenues of the Fund consist of fees at 
market rates rather than merely the recovery of salaries and 
disbursements. Thus, the statements now disclose revenues, 
operating expenses and contribution margins by activity. Oper- 
ating expenses include occupancy costs, depreciation on fixed 
assets, a provision for unused vacation leave, retro-active sa- 
lary increases and a provision for termination benefits not 
previously charged to the Fund. The portion of Corporate 
overhead applicable to other Public Works’ programs is shown 
as a recovery of other expenses of the Fund. 


The current year figures have been compiled in accordance 
with these accounting policies. Figures for the previous year 
have been restated to delete the value of disbursements made 
on behalf of clients and their recoveries. The effect of the 
change in accounting policies can be quantified as follows:

5. Prior years’ adjustment 


A submission was presented to Treasury Board on January 
23, 1989, requesting an adjustment of accounts of $31,260,000 
for the 1988-89 fiscal year. This amount represents expendi- 
tures of the Revolving Fund incurred on behalf of other 
Government departments, agencies and Crown corporations 
during fiscal years 1981-82 to 1987-88 that cannot be re- 
covered. This provision for adjustment has been charged to the 
accumulated deficit and the accounts receivable and work-in- 
process have been reduced by $21,260,000 and $10,000,000 
respectively.

MANAGEMENT REPORT 


The accompanying financial statements of the Race Track Super- 
vision Revolving Fund have been prepared as required by and in 
accordance with the policy of the Treasury Board on revolving 
funds and the reporting requirements and standards of the Receiver 
General for Canada.

The Department’s Corporate Management Branch develops and 
disseminates financial management and accounting policies and 
issues specific directives to the staff managing the Revolving Fund 
in order to maintain standards of accounting and financial manage- 
ment. 


Financial management and internal control of the Fund are main- 
tained through the appropriate division of responsibility, the 
provision of leadership and evaluation of those operating the Fund 
as well as internal audit programs. The Fund also seeks to assure 
the objectivity and integrity of data in its financial statements by 
the careful selection, training and development of qualified staff, 
by organizational arrangements that provide appropriate divisions 
of responsibility and by communication programs aimed at ensuring 
that its regulations, policies, standards and managerial authorities 
are understood throughout the organization.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


MARCH 31, 1989 


1. Authority and purpose 


The Race Track Supervision Revolving Fund was established 
under Appropriation Act No. 1, 1970, which authorized the 
operation of the Fund in the current and subsequent fiscal years 
in accordance with terms and conditions prescribed by Treas- 
ury Board for the purpose of providing race track supervision 
in Canada. The Appropriation Act No. | was repealed and 


replaced by Section 2 of the Revolving Funds Act in 1985. 


The Fund has a continuing non-lapsing authority from Par- 
liament to make payments out of the Consolidated Revenue 
Fund for working capital, capital acquisitions and temporary 
financing of accumulated operating deficits, the total of which 
is not to exceed $2,000,000 at any time. 


Charges to the Fund are to include administration expenses 
of race track supervision and costs of research relating to the 
use of drugs on horses and race surveillance techniques includ- 
ing the publication, distribution and sale of the results of such 
research. All revenues from activities approved by Treasury 
Board are to be credited to the Fund. 
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The use of the Fund’s authority is monitored through the 
accumulated net charge against the Fund’s authority account. 
Its balance, shown on the Balance Sheet under Equity of Ca- 
nada, represents the financial position of the revolving fund. 
It is composed of the cumulative net cash transactions through 
the Consolidated Revenue Fund, the original net assets trans- 
ferred to the Fund at inception and any subsequent write-offs 
of deficit or surplus. The change in this account during the year 
represents the net financial resources used or provided by the 
Fund. 


2. Significant accounting policies 


(a) Fixed assets 


Fixed assets, acquired from parliamentary appropriations 
prior to April 1, 1970 are recorded in the Fund in 
accordance with Treasury Board Circular 1970-7 at values 
determined as at that date by officers of the Department. 
Subsequent acquisitions are recorded in the Fund at cost 
and are depreciated from the year of the acquisition on a 
straight-line basis over their estimated useful lives as 


follows: 
Furniture and equipment 10 years 
Electronic data processing equipment 5 years 
Automotive 3 years 
Buildings 25 years 


(b) Pension plan 


Employees of the Race Track Division operating the 
Supervision Revolving Fund are covered by the Public 
Service Superannuation Act and the Supplementary 
Retirement Benefits Act. The Government of Canada’s 
portion of the pension cost is included in the employee 
fringe benefit charge assessed against the Fund. The actual 
payment of the pension is made from the Public Service 
Superannuation and the Supplementary Retirement 
Benefits Account. 


(c) Vacation pay 


The accrued liability on the Balance Sheet represents the 
amount of vacation pay credits outstanding at the end of 
the year. 


(d) Employee termination benefits 


Employees leaving Government service generally receive 
termination benefits at the rate of one week’s pay for each 
complete year of continuous service to a maximum of 
twenty eight weeks’ pay. However, upon resignation, 
benefits are generally payable only to those with ten or 
more years of continuous service and the entitlement is 
reduced to one half week’s pay for each year of continuous 
employment to a maximum of fifteen weeks’ pay. 


The provision at the end of the year consists of one half 
week’s pay at current salary rates for each complete year 
of service to a maximum of fifteen weeks’ pay.

MANAGEMENT REPORT 


We have prepared the accompanying financial statements of the 
Self-supporting Airports and Associated Ground Services Revol- 
ving Fund in accordance with generally accepted accounting 
principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the preceding 
year. The responsibility for the integrity and objectivity of the data 
in these financial statements rests with management. 


Some of the information included in these financial statements is 
based on management’s best estimates and judgements, which give 
due consideration to materiality. To meet the reporting require- 
ments, separate accounts are maintained on a decentralized basis 
for each of the airports funded by the Revolving Fund, under the 
functional authority of the Director, Financial Administration 
Branch, and are submitted to Ottawa Headquarters for review and 
consolidation. A commercial accounting system is under develop- 
ment and will be installed at all airports to provide more timely 
information. 


The airports in the Fund are subject to the departmental systems 
of financial management and internal control and such additional 
policies, practices and procedures as are necessary to facilitate 
financial reporting for the Revolving Fund, in accordance with the 
requirements of the Treasury Board and Receiver General for Ca- 
nada. Transactions are executed in accordance with prescribed 
regulations, within parliamentary authorities, and are recorded to 
maintain accountability of Government funds and to safeguard the 
assets of the Revolving Fund. 


Management seeks to assure the objectivity and integrity of data 
in its financial statements by the careful selection, training and 
development of qualified staff, by organizational arrangements that 
provide appropriate divisions of responsibility, and by communica- 
tion programs aimed at ensuring that its regulations, policies, 
standards and managerial authorities are understood throughout the 
organization. In addition, the financial management and internal 
control systems are augmented by the maintenance of internal audit 
programs. 


The accounting systems and financial statements of the Fund 
have evolved over time in conjunction with changing conditions, 
the evolution of financial reporting in Canada and, in response to 
the reporting requirements of Treasury Board and the Receiver 
General for Canada. 


The airports in the Revolving Fund are operated and maintained 
in accordance with nationally promulgated policies, standards and 
procedures, on a cost-recoverable basis, so as to provide safe and 
efficient facilities and services consistent with the protection of the 
environment. Certain essential services provided by the Aviation 
Group for the approach, landing and take-off of aircraft are charged 
to the airports in the Fund. 
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As requested by the Deputy Minister of Transport, these financial 
statements have been examined by the Auditor General of Canada. 
The Auditor General’s role is to express an opinion as to whether 
the financial statements present fairly the financial position of the 
Fund and the results of its operations and the changes in its financial 
position in accordance with generally accepted accounting princi- 
ples applied on a consistent basis.

NOTES TO THE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
MARCH 31, 1989 


1. Authority and purpose 


These financial statements disclose the financial position of 
the Airports Revolving Fund and the results of its operations 
within the established parliamentary authority. In addition, 
these financial statements demonstrate the extent of cost re- 
covery in the operations of the airports within the Airports 
Revolving Fund, on the basis of allowable costs as explained 
in Note 2 on significant accounting policies. 


The Airports Revolving Fund was established in 1969 by an 
Appropriation Act for the purpose of financing the operation 
and development of certain airports. Over the years the number 
of airports in the Fund has varied. At present, there are eight; 
Halifax, Montreal (Dorval and Mirabel), Ottawa, Pearson, 
Winnipeg, Calgary, Edmonton and Vancouver. 


Effective April 1, 1980, Parliament through the passage of 
the Adjustment of Accounts Act established the Self-suppor- 
ting Airports and Associated Ground Services Revolving Fund 
as a budgetary entity with a statutory drawing authority of $80 
million. In addition to this authority, the Fund has the authority 
to spend accumulated cash receipts in excess of cash disburse- 
ments. As at the end of the 1988-89 fiscal year, the Fund had 
accumulated cash receipts in excess of disbursements of $184 
million, for a total unused authority of $264 million. 


In 1984, the Treasury Board approved revised terms and 
conditions governing the operation and financing of the Fund, 
including the requirement for an annual financial plan to be 
approved by the Treasury Board. The Treasury Board also 
provided authority for a $1 item in the 1984-85 Supplementary 
Estimates (C) to amend certain provisions of the Adjustment 
of Accounts Act to provide specific authority, subject to nor- 
mal Treasury Board approval, for: 


the making of capital expenditures within the Fund; provid- 
ing capital funds from revenues, appropriations or from the 
drawdown authority; and providing annual compensation for 
costs incurred in fulfilling objectives not directly related to 
the operation of airports as a self-supporting entity. 


The revised terms and conditions state that the basic prin- 
ciple underlying the Fund is that it shall be operated as a 
financially self-supporting entity, in accordance with the fol- 
lowing: 


(1) The Fund shall operate on the basis of financial plans to 
be submitted annually for approval by the Treasury Board. 
Financial plans will include, inter alia, a review of past 
performance with respect to approved financial and man- 
agement objectives; proposed performance targets, fee 
changes, capital expenditures, and allocations of 
revenues, overhead and indirect costs; a five-year forecast 
of revenues, expenditures and profitability; and, recom- 
mendations as to source and application of funds for the 
upcoming year.

The Fund shall recover all its expenses through revenues, 
subject to the following: 


(a) capital funds will be provided from revenues, appro- 
priations, or the statutory authority, as determined in 
the approved financial plan; 


(b) capital appropriations to the Fund are to be recovered 
under terms and conditions to be approved by the 
Treasury Board in the annual financial plan; 
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(c) subject to approval by the Treasury Board, the Fund 
will be eligible for payments, through appropriation in 
Main Estimates, for costs incurred in support of activ- 
ities, the costs for which are not to be recovered from 
users (these provisions were not enforced during the 
year); and, 


(d) in any given year, revenues of up to 110% of those 
forecast in Main Estimates may be expended without 
further reference to the Treasury Board.

As approved in the financial plan, surplus monies gener- 
ated by the Fund in a given year may be used to repay any 
outstanding drawdown against the non-lapsing statutory 
authority, to pay a return to the Consolidated Revenue 
Fund (CRF) on capital payments made through appropria- 
tions, or be retained in the CRF as a credit to the Fund if 
no drawdown exists.

Airports shall be eligible for inclusion in the Fund if 
deemed capable of recovering on average, 90% of opera- 
ting costs, including depreciation, over a five-year 
forecast period, either as individual entities or as com- 
plementary airports serving the same geographic area. 


(5) Capital funds within the Fund will be subject to allotment 
control in accordance with Treasury Board policy. 


(6) Subject to these terms and conditions, it is expected that 
the Fund will operate within the limits of the statutory 
drawdown authority approved by Parliament. 


2. Summary of significant accounting policies 


The financial statements have been prepared in accordance 
with accounting principles generally accepted in Canada. 


(a) Valuation of inventory of materials and supplies 


Inventory of materials and supplies, held for repair and 
maintenance purposes at the airports, is valued at the 
lower of cost and net realizable value.

Deferred charges 


Payments made by the Fund which give rise to future 
benefits are recorded as deferred charges and are amor- 
tized over the years during which the benefits relate. 


(c) Fixed assets 


Fixed assets purchased by the Fund are recorded at cost. 
Fixed assets transferred to the Fund prior to April 1, 1979 
are recorded at appraised values established by the Depart- 
ment of Transport in accordance with Treasury Board 
Circular 1970-7 of January 8, 1970. Fixed assets trans- 
ferred to the Fund as at April 1, 1979 are recorded at their 
depreciated value at that date. Subsequently, all transfers 
of fixed assets from and to Canada are recorded at net book 
value at the date of transfer. 


Project administration costs, including interest incurred 
during the construction of new airports, are capitalized 
and included in airport development costs to the extent 
that these costs are not readily identifiable with specific 
fixed assets. Additions, renewals and betterments which 
extend the economic lives of the assets are capitalized. 
Maintenance and repairs are charged to operations.

Depreciation of fixed assets 


Depreciation is charged on a straight-line method based on 
the estimated useful life of the asset. 


The depreciation rates used within the major classes of 
assets are as follows: 

Terminal and facilities 2.5% to 10.0%

Machinery and equipment 4.0% to 20.0% 
Airport development costs 4.2% 


Deferred revenue 


Funds received in advance are recorded as deferred 
revenue and recognized as revenue over the term of the 
lease. 


Terminal control costs 


Terminal control costs are those air navigational services 
associated with the approach, landing and take-off of air- 
craft at an airport and the control of enroute flights while 
traversing a terminal control area. The costing of terminal 
control is an estimate of direct and indirect costs and 
depreciation for air traffic services, flight service stations, 
technical support services, flight calibration, and meteor- 
ological services. The amount of terminal control costs 
allocated to the Fund up to 1987-88 was fixed annually in 
the Main Estimates. In 1988-89, the amount of terminal 
control costs has been updated to reflect the best estimate 
of current costs. 


Interest associated with capital contributed to the Fund 


Interest is allocated on the capital contributed to the Fund. 
The interest rate (10.41% in 1988-89, 10.36% in 1987-88) 
is based on Crown corporation borrowing rates weighted 
against the net book value of capital acquisitions for the 
last 20 years. An average of the contributed capital balance 
less surplus in the accumulated net charge against the 
Fund’s authority balance at the beginning and the end of 
the year is used to calculate the allocated interest. 


Employee benefits 


Department of Transport employees operating the airports 
of the Fund are covered by the Public Service Superannu- 
ation Act and the Supplementary Retirement Benefits Act. 
The Government of Canada’s portion of their pension cost 
is included in the employee benefit charge assessed 
against the Fund. The actual payment of the pension is 
made from the Public Service Superannuation Retirement 
Benefits Account. 


Termination benefits accrue to Department of Transport 
employees operating airports of the Fund. Payment of 
these benefits is made to employees on separation or re- 
tirement. The cost of these benefits is expensed in the year 
in which they are earned. 


Headquarters and regional overhead 


Headquarters and regional overhead reflect the charges by 
the Department of Transport for the estimated costs of 
technical and administrative services provided to the 
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Fund. Since these expenditures are not readily identifiable 
with specific services, the charges are allocated to the 
Fund as a percentage of direct operating and maintenance 
expenses. 


(j) Grants in lieu of taxes 


Grants in lieu of taxes, imposed on airports of the Fund, 
are accrued, based on estimated municipal assessments 
adjusted in accordance with the Municipal Grants Act. 
Grants are paid by the Department of Public Works and 
recovered from the Fund. 


The grants are not finalized until they have been audited 
by the Department of Public Works, often several years in 
arrears. Any adjustments upon finalization are reflected in 
the accounts in the year of settlement. 


(k) Services provided to and received from Government de- 


partments without charge 


Services provided to and received from Government de- 
partments without charge are included in their respective 
revenue and expense categories.

5. Development Agreement—Terminal 3, Lester B. Pearson 


International Airport 


On November 20, 1987, the Department of Transport entered 
into a development agreement under which a developer will 
construct and operate a third terminal building at Lester B. 
Pearson International Airport in Toronto. A ground lease and 
related agreements were entered into in April 1988 after the 
completion of certain conditions required by the November 
1987 development agreement. The ground lease is for a term 
of 40 years and the Developer has the option of renewing the 
lease for a further term of 20 years. If the Developer exercises 
the option to renew the lease for the further term of 20 years, 
the Department of Transport has the option to purchase the 
terminal building at the end of the 40 year lease term for the 
market value at that date. Title to the terminal building reverts 
to the Department of Transport, at no cost, automatically at the 
end of the 20 year renewal term, or at the end of the 40 year 
lease term if the Developer does not exercise his option to 
renew. 


The Developer paid $2 million on entering into the lease 
agreement in April 1988 and is required to pay a further $28 
million on completion of the terminal building. The Fund 
received from the Developer in these lump sum payments will 
be transferred to the Department of Transport. These payments 
will be recognized in the financial statements of the Fund as 
revenue over the 40 year lease term commencing on the com- 
pletion of the terminal building estimated to be in 1991. 


The Department of Transport has agreed to provide, under 
certain specified conditions, loans to the Developer during the 
first 15 years of the lease. The principal and accumulated 
interest on these loans may not exceed $70 million and in any 
one year no more than $8 million may be loaned. An amount 
of 25% of the value of any loans made to the Developer will 
be charged to the Airports Revolving Fund and will be set aside 
as a reserve against defaults. As at March 31, 1989, no such 
loans had been made. 


6. Equity of Canada 


(a) Accumulated net charge against the Fund’s authority 


The accumulated net charge against the Fund’s authority 
at the end of the year, shown as part of the Equity of 
Canada, represents the net accumulation of all cash trans- 
actions made through the Consolidated Revenue Fund. 


The Consolidated Revenue Fund is the central account 
through which all Government receipts and disbursements 
flow. All cash transactions of the Fund are therefore made 
through the Consolidated Revenue Fund. By virtue of the 
Fund’s mandate, it receives credit for all revenues gener- 
ated and is empowered to draw funds under statutory 
authority from the Consolidated Revenue Fund for any 
shortfalls. 


A drawdown on the Fund’s authority occurs when accumu- 
lated cash disbursements exceed accumulated cash 
receipts (credit balance) and bears interest at a rate deter- 
mined by the Minister of Finance. An accumulated excess 
of cash receipts over cash disbursements (debit balance) 
represents an addition to the drawing authority of the 
Fund. 
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(b) Contributed capital 


Contributed capital includes the amounts representing the 
values assigned to assets transferred from and to Canada, 
services provided to and received from Government de- 
partments without charge, interest associated with capital 
contributed to the Fund and reimbursement by Canada for 
projects undertaken under the Special Recovery Capital 
Projects Program. 


(c) Accumulated surplus 


The accumulated surplus account at the end of the year 
represents the net accumulation of surpluses and deficits 
since the establishment of the Fund. It also includes 
amounts transferred to the Department of Transport at the 
direction of Treasury Board. 


7. Royal Canadian Mounted Police security services 


In 1987-88 there was a change in the policy for the provision 
of Royal Canadian Mounted Police (RCMP) security services 
at the Canadian airports. Under the new policy, the RCMP 
provides the security services without charge to the Fund. An 
enhanced level of service in relation to national security is now 
being provided in addition to the basic security services pre- 
viously provided. An estimated amount of $25 million relating 
to the basic security service is included as part of the opera- 
ting expenses of the Fund with a corresponding allocation of 
air transportation tax. 


8. Net other services provided to and received from Government 


departments without charge 


The other services provided to and received from the Depart- 
ment of Transport and other Government departments without 
charge are recorded and included under their corresponding 
revenue and expense categories.

9. Air transportation tax 


Air transportation tax is levied under the Excise Tax Act, 
Part II..The tax is collected by the Department of National 
Revenue—Customs and Excise which transfers funds equival- 
ent to the tax collections to the Department of Transport. 
Sufficient tax proceeds are allocated to the Fund in the Main 
Estimates to cover the estimated shortfall between site-gener- 
ated revenue and operating costs, depreciation and interest.

The air transportation tax allocation was revised in 1988-89 
to offset adjustments to the cost of certain services received 
from Government departments over the amounts provisionally 
allocated to the Fund in the Main Estimates. 


Contractual obligations 


As at March 31, 1989, the Fund was committed to expendi- 
tures totalling approximately $57 million (1988—$43 million) 
under fixed asset construction and maintenance contracts. 


Contingent liabilities 


The Department of Transport is a defendant in certain pend- 
ing and threatened litigations related to the operations of the 
Fund. The aggregate amount of claims in respect thereof as at 
March 31, 1989 is approximately $276 million. 


These claims include a legal suit filed in the Federal Court 
of Canada by a group of major international air carriers chal- 
lenging the legality of the Air Services Fees Regulations 
related to the transoceanic landing fee levied under Section 5 
of the Aeronautics Act. They have claimed reimbursement of 
all transoceanic landing fees paid since 1974. A favorable 
judgement to the Fund was rendered when the action was heard 
in February 1987, but there is still a contingency pending due 
to the filing of a notice of appeal by the air carriers. Any 
settlement resulting from the resolution of these contingent 
liabilities will be accounted for as a prior period adjustment. 


On May 16, 1989, virtually all of the major airlines using 
Canadian airports filed a suit in the Federal Court of Canada 
naming Her Majesty the Queen in Right of Canada, the Minis- 
ter of Transport and the Department of Transport as 
defendants. The airlines’ claim relates to airport fuel conces- 
sion fees for the period 1983 to 1988. The major part of this 
claim relates to the airports which are included in the Fund, 
however an undetermined part of this claim relates to other 
airports operated by the Federal Government. Additional 
claims may be filed by other airlines, and certain airlines who 
have filed claims have not yet quantified the amount of their 
claim. In addition, airlines may file claims relating to earlier 
years. The Department intends to file a statement of defense 
and anticipates filing counter claims. In the opinion of the 
Department and its legal counsel, there is a good chance of 
successfully defending against these claims. 


Subsequent events 


In May 1989, Cabinet approved a policy to transfer airports 
to local management. Discussions are under way to transfer the 
airports at Montreal, Edmonton, Calgary and Vancouver. On 
June 17, 1989 the Department of Transport signed a letter of 
intent with the Edmonton Regional Airports Task Force Asso- 
ciation to begin negotiating the transfer of the Edmonton 
International Airport to the regional airport authority. Similar 
letters of intent were signed for the Vancouver International 
Airport and the Calgary International Airport on July 14, 1989 
and for the Montreal international airports at Mirabel and 
Dorval on July 31, 1989.

We have prepared the accompanying financial statements of the 
Staff Development and Training Revolving Fund as required by and 
in accordance with the policy of the Treasury Board on revolving 
funds and the reporting requirements and standards of the Receiver 
General for Canada.

Financial information contained in the min- 
isterial statements and elsewhere in the Public Accounts is 
consistent with the information presented in these financial state- 
ments, unless indicated otherwise. 


The Financial Services Directorate and the Fund’s Comptroller, 
who report functionally to the senior full-time financial officer, 
develop and disseminate financial management and accounting 
policies, and issue specific directives which maintain standards of 
accounting and financial management. Systems of financial man- 
agement and internal control are maintained for the Fund at 
appropriate cost. Transactions are executed in accordance with 
prescribed regulations, within parliamentary authorities, and are 
properly recorded to maintain accountability of Government funds 
and safeguard the Fund’s assets. Financial management and internal 
control systems are augmented by the activities of internal audit and 
by on-going monitoring activities by the Fund’s Comptroller, fin- 
ancial services officers and by the Financial Services Directorate. 
The Fund also seeks to assure the objectivity and integrity of data 
in its financial statements by the careful selection, training and 
development of qualified staff, by organizational arrangements that 
provide appropriate divisions of responsibility, and by communica- 
tion programs aimed at ensuring that its regulations, policies, 
standards and managerial authorities are understood throughout the 
organization.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
MARCH 31, 1989 


1. Authority and purpose 


The Staff Development and Training Revolving Fund was 
established by Vote L120, Appropriation Act No. 3, 1971, for 
the purpose of providing training and development to the Pub- 
lic Service. 


The Fund has a continuing non-lapsing authority under the 
Adjustment of Accounts Act, S.C. 1980, c. 17, to make pay- 
ments out of the Consolidated Revenue Fund for working 
capital and temporary financing of accumulated operating 
deficits, the total of which is not to exceed $4,500,000 at any 
time. In accordance with Vote 115a (1980-81) and Vote 35c 
(1981-82), accumulated deficits of $4,573,071 have been 
deleted from the accounts. An amount of $1,915,571 repre- 
senting net liabilities assumed by the Fund was charged to this 
authority when the Fund became budgetary in 1981. The Ad- 
justment of Accounts Act has been repealed and replaced by 
Section 7 of the Revolving Funds Act. 


2. Significant accounting policies 
(a) Employee termination benefits 


Termination benefits accrue to employees over their years 
of service with the Government of Canada as provided for 
under collective agreements. The cost of these benefits is 
recorded in the accounts as the benefits accrue to the 
employees. 


(c) Prepaid expenses 


Under the terms of two contracts, advance payments are 
made to suppliers for the provision of video learning tapes 
and are recorded as prepaid expenses on the balance sheet. 
The operations of the Fund are charged with expenses 
coincident with the provision of services. 


(d) Deferred revenue 


Consists of amounts received from clients for services to 
be rendered. 


. Subsidized operations 


Appropriation funds in the amount of $2,492,000 were paid 
to the Staff Development and Training Revolving Fund for the 
1988-89 fiscal year. These funds were approved to cover the 
cost of the activities that should not be borned by the user 
which are not cost recoverable. The comparative figure for 
1987-88 is $2,885,000.

NOTES TO THE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
MARCH 31, 1989 


1. Purpose and authority 


The objective of the Fund is to acquire and provide goods 
and or services required by departments and agencies, taking 
into account the contribution of procurement to the realization 
of national objectives, and to provide services for the disposal 
of Crown owned materiel, all in the most economical manner. 


The Supply Revolving Fund was authorized by Supply and 
Services Vote L6, Appropriation Act No. 1, 1975. Amendments 
to the appropriation authorized that the operations of the Sup- 
ply Revolving Fund be combined with the operations of the 
Printing Revolving Fund effective April 1, 1975, with the 
Publishing Revolving Fund effective April 1, 1976 and with 
the Expositions Revolving Fund effective April 1, 1977. 


Effective April 1, 1980, Parliament, through the passage of 
the "Adjustment of Accounts Act", repealed all votes in respect 
of the accounts of the Supply Revolving Fund. Section 29 of 
the Act established the Supply Revolving Fund as a budgetary 
entity with a statutory non-lapsing drawing authority of $150 
million. The authorized limit of the Fund was subsequently 
increased from $150 million to $200 million through the Ap- 
propriation Act No. 4, 1981-82.

2. Significant accounting policies 


(a) Revenue and expenses 


Revenue and expenses are recorded on the accrual basis of 
accounting with the following variations: 


(i) The accrual policy for recording certain acquisition 
revenue is based on detailed and validated statistical 
analysis of the procurement work-load. This policy 
was implemented to avoid expensive record keeping 
while respecting the need for adherence to the gener- 
ally accepted accounting principle of matching cost 
and revenue. 


This policy was revised April 1, 1985. As a result, on 
contracts ranging from ($200,000 to $50 million

AUDITOR’S REPORT 
TO THE MINISTER OF AGRICULTURE 


I have examined the schedule of use of parliamentary 
appropriations by the Agricultural Stabilization Board for the year 
ended March 31, 1989. My examination was made in accordance 
with generally accepted auditing standards, and accordingly 
included such tests and other procedures as I considered necessary 
in the circumstances. 


In my opinion, this schedule presents fairly the use of 
parliamentary appropriations by the Board for the year ended March 
31, 1989 in accordance with accounting policies set out in Note 2 
to the schedule applied on a basis consistent with that of the 
preceding year. 


During my examination of the schedule, it came to my notice that, 
under the existing arrangements, the National Tripartite Price 
Stabilization Program for sugar beets is not self-sustaining as 
required by sub-paragraph 13(4)(a)(vii) of the Agricultural 
Stabilization Act. Transactions did not come to my notice, however, 
that would enable me to conclude on whether other Tripartite 
programs are self-sustaining. 


Further, in my opinion, except that the National Tripartite Price 
Stabilization Program for Sugar Beets is not self-sustaining as de- 
scribed in the preceding paragraph, the transactions of the Board 
that have come to my notice during my examination of the schedule 
have, in all significant respects, been in accordance with the 
Appropriation Acts for the year ended March 31, 1989, the 
Financial Administration Act and regulations and the Agricultural 
Stabilization Act. 


I wish to bring to your attention that the support price for 1987 
sugar beets was not calculated based on current cash costs of 
production as required by the National Tripartite Price Stabilization 
Agreement for sugar beets. The Agricultural Stabilization Act 
requires that the method of determining the support price be 
specified in the related Agreement. Payments to producers would 
have been $7.9 million lower than the $14.5 million actually paid 
had current cash costs of production been used. These payments 
may impact the future use of parliamentary appropriations by the 
Board and, in my view, are not in accordance with the Agreement 
and the Act.

1. Authority and objectives of the Board and purpose of the 


Schedule 


The Board, which was established in 1957 and operates 
under the authority of the Agricultural Stabilization Act (the 
"Act"), consists of three members appointed by the Governor 
in Council. It is a departmental corporation named in Schedule 
II to the Financial Administration Act. 


The objectives of the Board are to stabilize the prices of 
agricultural commodities in order to assist the agricultural 
industry to realize fair returns for its labour and investment 
and to maintain a fair relationship between prices received by 
farmers and the costs of goods and services that they buy. 


The purpose of the schedule of use of parliamentary appro- 
priations is to present the use of appropriations by the Board 
for purposes of the Act in accordance with accounting policies 
described in Note 2. These policies are consistent with the 
stated accounting policies of the Government of Canada for 
reporting expenditures against available authority. The sche- 
dule is not intended to present the results of the Board’s 
operations based on agricultural conditions during the year. 
This would require that consideration be given to adopting 
accounting policies on a full accrual basis. 


The Board’s operating and capital expenditures, and con- 
tributions for designated commodities and for named 
commodities in excess of the minimum provisions of the Act 
are funded by budgetary lapsing authorities. Contributions for 
named commodities pursuant to the minimum provisions of the 
Act and for commodities covered by national tripartite price 
stabilization agreements established pursuant to the Act are 
funded through a statutory authority. 


2. Significant accounting policies 


(a) Expenditure recognition 


Operating and capital expenditures and contributions for 
designated commodities and for named commodities in 
excess of the minimum provision of the Act are recorded 
on a cash basis, except that disbursements for which pay- 
ment claiming documents have been received within 45 
days after the year end are accrued in accordance with the 
Government of Canada accounting policy for recording 
Payables at Year End. Contributions funded by a statutory 
authority are recorded on the cash basis.

NOTES TO THE STATEMENT OF OPERATIONS 
MARCH 31, 1989 


1. Authority and purpose 


The Atomic Energy Control Board (AECB) was established 
in 1946, by the Atomic Energy Control Act. It is a departmental 
corporation named in Schedule II to the Financial Administra- 
tion Act and currently reports to Parliament through the 
Minister of Energy, Mines and Resources. 


The objective of the AECB is to control nuclear energy in 
the interests of health, safety and national security. The AECB 
achieves this objective by controlling the development, appli- 
cation and use of nuclear energy in Canada, and by 
participating on behalf of Canada in international measures of 
control. 


The AECB administers the Nuclear Liability Act, including 
designating nuclear installations and prescribing basic insur- 
ance to be carried by the operators of such nuclear 
installations, and the administration of supplementary insur- 
ance coverage premiums for these installations. The sum of the 
basic insurance and supplementary insurance totals $75 mil- 
lion for each designated installation (see Note 8). The number 
of installations requiring insurance coverage is 14. 


The AECB’s grants and contributions, operating and admin- 
istration expenditure is funded by a budgetary lapsing 
authority. Employee benefits are authorized by a statutory 
authority. 


2. Significant accounting policies 


The statement of operations has been prepared using the 
following accounting policies: 


(a) Expenditure recognition 


All expenditure is recorded on the accrual basis, in accord- 
ance with the Government’s accounting policy, with the 
exception of employee termination benefits and vacation 
pay which are recorded on the cash basis.

AECB administers a special program jointly with Atomic 
Energy of Canada Limited (AECL) for research and develop- 
ment in support of the safeguards program of the International 
Atomic Energy Agency. For 1989, AECL charged $400,000 
(1988—$659,421) to this program. 


. Nuclear liability reinsurance account 


Under Section 17 of the Nuclear Liability Act, all premiums 
paid by the operators of nuclear installations for supplemen- 
tary insurance coverage are credited to a Nuclear Liability 
Reinsurance Account. The Account forms part of the Consoli- 
dated Revenue Fund. Any claims against the supplementary 
insurance coverage are payable out of the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund and charged to the Account. There have been no 
claims against or payments out of the Nuclear Liability Rein- 
surance Account since its creation. The balance of the Nuclear 
Liability Reinsurance Account as at March 31, 1989 is 
$532,567 (1988—$531,142). 


The supplementary insurance coverage provided by the Gov- 
ernment of Canada under the Nuclear Liability Act, as of 
March 31, 1989 is $664,500,000 (1988—$641,600,000). Insur- 
ance coverage, by the Government of Canada, also includes a 
class of risks excluded as a liability of the principal insurers.

1. Authority and objectives 3. Parliamentary appropriations 
The Canada Employment and Immigration Commission was CANADA EMPLOYMENT AND 
established under Section 7 of the Employment and Immigra- IMMIGRATION COMMISSION 
tion Reorganization Act, 1977 and is a departmental (in thousands of dollars) 


corporation named in Schedule II to the Financial Administra- 
tion Act. All the Commission’s operating and contributions and 
grant expenditures are funded by budgetary lapsing authorities 
whereas employee benefits, annuities agents supplementary 
retirement benefits and the Government’s contributions to the 
Unemployment Insurance Account and in respect of fisher- 
men’s benefits are authorized by statutory authorities. The 
Commission is divided into three program areas and their 
objectives are as follows: 


Corporate and Special Services Program—To ensure the de- 
velopment and implementation of policies and programs, to 
provide strategic, operational and administrative support to 
enable Employment and Immigration Canada to carry out its 
mission, and to provide for such other functions allocated to 
it. 


Employment and Insurance Program—To further the attain- 
ment of national, economic and social goals by realizing the 
full productive potential of Canada’s human resources, while 
supporting the initiatives of individuals to pursue their eco- 
nomic needs, and more generally, their self-fulfillment 
through work. 


Immigration Program—To administer the admission of im- 
migrants and visitors in accordance with the economic, 
social, humanitarian and cultural interests of Canada. 


Loans to immigrants and other classes of persons for the 
purpose of paying the costs of admission, transportation and 
reasonable living expenses are made under a non-budgetary 
statutory authority advanced by the Minister of Finance pur- 
suant to the Immigration Act, Section 119. The total amount of 
loans outstanding shall not, at any time, exceed $90,000,000. 


2. Significant accounting policies 


The statement of operations was prepared using the follow- 
ing accounting policies: 


(i)Expenditure is recorded for all goods and services 
received and/or performed up to March 31, in accordance 
with the Government’s Payables at Year End accounting 
policy, with the exception of termination benefits and 
vacation pay. 


(11) Revenue is recorded on a cash basis in accordance with the 
Government’s accounting policies. 


(ili) Acquisitions of capital assets are charged to operating 
expenditure in the year the expenditure is incurred. 


(iv) Estimated amounts for services provided without charge 
from other Government departments are disclosed in the 
statement of operations. 


(v) Refunds of previous years’ expenditure are recorded as 
revenue when received and are not deducted from 
expenditure.

5. Trust funds and specified purpose accounts 


The Canada Employment and Immigration Commission also 
has the responsibility to administer and control the following 


trust funds and specified purpose accounts. 


(a) Unemployment Insurance Account 


The Unemployment Insurance Act provides for a compul- 
sory contributory Unemployment Insurance Program 
applying to all employees, subject to minor exceptions. 


The Act authorizes an account in the Accounts of Canada 
to be known as the Unemployment Insurance Account. 


The Act provides for the following to be credited to the 

Account: (a) premiums, fines, penalties and interest; (b) 

the Government’s share of benefits paid; (c) refunds of 

overpayments of benefits, and benefit repayments; (d) 

amounts for services rendered to other Government de- 

partments or agencies, or to the public; (e) amounts 

provided for any other purpose related to unemployment 

insurance and authorized by an appropriation administered 

by the Canada Employment and Immigration Commission; 

and (f) interest on the balance of the account at such rates 

as the Minister of Finance may authorize. The Act also 

provides that the following be charged to the account; (a) 

benefits paid under the Act; (b) the costs of administering | 
the Act; and (c) the interest on advances made by the | 
Minister of Finance. 
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Interest bearing loans are made to the Unemployment 
Insurance Account, under Section 137(1) of the Unem- 
ployment Insurance Act, as a result of deficiencies in 
contributions from employers and employees. The loan 
balance outstanding as at March 31, 1989, bears interest 
at rates between 7.6% and 8.9% per annum, and is re- 
payable between April 30, 1989 and March 31, 1991.

(c) Annuities Agents Pension Account 


‘1) Fishermen’s benefits in the amount of $261 million (1988—$248 
million), the related Government contribution of $240 million 
(1988—$229 million) and the fishermen’s premiums of $21 million 
(1988—$19 million) are included in the statement. 


No interest bearing loans under Section 137(1) of the Unemployment 
Insurance Act (1988 —$1,954 million) were made to the 
Unemployment Insurance Account. The net deficit balance as at 
March 31, 1989 is of $27 million (1988—$235 million). 


This pension plan provides pension benefits to former 
eligible Government employees who were engaged in sell- 
ing Government annuities to the public. During the year, 
interest of $937 calculated at the rate of 4% per annum, 
was credited to the account and charged to interest on 
public debt. Contributions from the Annuities Branch, as 
former employer, amounted to $6,971 and payments from 
the Account amounted to $13,481. 


(b) Government Annuities Account 


This account was established by the Government An- 
nuities Act, and modified by the Government Annuities 
Improvement Act, which discontinued sales of annuities. 
The account is valued on an actuarial basis each year, with 
the deficit or surplus charged or credited to the Consoli- 
dated Revenue Fund. The accounts of the Government 
Annuities Account are maintained on an accrual basis. 


The purpose of the Government Annuities Act was to assist 
Canadians to provide for their later years, by the purchase 
of Government annuities. The Government Annuities Im- 
provement Act increased the rate of return and flexibility 
of Government annuity contracts, and discontinued sales 
of annuities. 


Receipts and other credits consist of premiums received, 
funds reclaimed from the Consolidated Revenue Fund for 
previously unlocated annuitants, earned interest and items 
transferred from previous years’ revenue to cover the ac- 
tuarial deficit. Payments and other charges represent 
matured annuities, the commuted value of death benefits, 
premium refunds and withdrawals, and actuarial surpluses 
and unclaimed items transferred to non-tax revenue. The 
amounts of unclaimed annuities, related to annuitants who 
cannot be located, are transferred to non-tax revenue.

1. Authority and objective 


NOTES TO THE STATEMENT OF OPERATIONS 
MARCH 31, 1989 


The Canadian Aviation Safety Board was established in 1984 
under the Canadian Aviation Safety Board Act and is a depart- 
mental corporation named in Schedule II to the Financial 
Administration Act. The objective of the Board is to advance 
aviation safety by: identifying safety deficiencies as evidenced 
by aviation occurrences; conducting independent investiga- 
tions and, if necessary, public inquiries into aviation 
occurrences in order to make findings as to their contributing 
factors and causes; and reporting publicly on its investigations 
and public inquiries and on the findings in relation thereto and 
by making recommendations designed to eliminate or reduce 
safety deficiencies. The Board’s expenditure is funded by a 
budgetary lapsing authority. 


2. Significant accounting policies 


The statement of operations has been prepared using the 
following accounting policies:

Refunds of previous years’ expenditure are recorded as 
revenue when received and are not deducted from expen- 
diture. 


(d) Capital purchases 


Acquisitions of capital assets are charged to operating 
expenditure in the year of purchase.

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NOTES TO THE STATEMENT OF OPERATIONS 
MARCH 31, 1989 


1. Authority and purpose 


The Medical Research Council was established in 1969 by 
the Medical Research Council Act and is a departmental cor- 
poration named in Schedule II to the Financial Administration 
Act. The objective of the Council is to help attain the quality 
and scale of research in the health sciences essential to the 
maintenance and improvement of health services. The Coun- 
cil’s operating and grants expenditures are funded by a 
budgetary lapsing authority. Employee benefits are authorized 
by a statutory authority. 


2. Significant accounting policies 


The financial statement has been prepared using the follow- 
ing accounting policies: 


(a) Expenditure recognition 


Grants and scholarships are charged to expenditure when 
disbursed. All operating expenditure is recorded on the 
accrual basis, with the exception of termination benefits 
and vacation pay which are recorded on the cash basis. 
This practice is in accordance with the Government’s 
PAYE accounting policy. 


(b) Capital purchases 


Acquisitions of capital assets are charged to operating 
expenditure in the year of purchase. 


(c) Services provided without charge by Government 
departments 


Estimates of amounts for services provided without charge 
by Government departments are included in expenditure. 


(d) Refunds of previous years’ expenditure 


Refunds of previous years’ expenditure are recorded as 
revenue when received and are not deducted from expen- 
diture. 


(e) Contributions to the Public Service Superannuation Plan 


Employees participate in the Public Service Superannua- 
tion Plan administered by the Government of Canada. The 
employees and the Council contribute equally to the cost 
of the Plan. Contributions by the Council are charged to 
expenditure on a current basis.

4. Trust funds 


As provided for in Section 4(3) of the Medical Research 
Council Act, the Council administers a number of trust funds 
separately from its activities funded through parliamentary 
appropriations.

In 1974, the Council received $75,000 from an anonymous 
donor to establish a fund. The interest received is used for 
the payment of grants for research in the fields of 
dyskinesia and torticollis.

In 1985, the Council received a distinguished award 
entitled "The St. Boniface General Hospital Research 
Foundation Award" which included an amount of $20,000.

in agreement with the Foundation, decided to use the 
monetary portion of the award to establish a trust fund 
from which it could provide summer research scholarships 
to encourage graduate high school students, first year 
pre-med students and first and second year medical 
students to become involved in biomedical research. These 
awards are called "Farquharson Research Scholarships". 


In February 1986 the Federal Government announced, as 
part of a new "Matching Policy", that private sector 
contributors who wish to provide funds for medical 
research can channel their money either through 
universities or through the Medical Research Council. 
When the Council receives such monies, they must be 
placed in trust and disbursed in accordance with 
agreements between the contributor and the Council.

NOTES TO THE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
FOR THE YEAR ENDED MARCH 31, 1989 


1. Authority and objective 


The National Museums of Canada was established by the 
National Museums Act in 1968 and is a departmental corpora- 
tion named in Schedule II to the Financial Administration Act. 


The Corporation’s objective is to demonstrate, and to assist 
others to demonstrate, the products of nature and culture, with 
particular but not exclusive reference to Canada, so as to 
increase interest in and to disseminate knowledge of Canada’s 
natural and cultural legacy for the enrichment of present and 
future generations. 


The Corporation’s operations comprise the National Gallery 
of Canada, the Canadian Museum of Civilization, the National 
Museum of Natural Sciences, the National Museum of Science 
and Technology, Corporate Management and Corporate Ser- 
vices. 


Operations, capital and grants and contributions are funded 
by budgetary iapsing authorities and employee benefits are 
authorized by statutory authorities. 


2. Accounting policies

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
MARCH 31, 1989 


1. Authority, objective and operations 


The National Museums of Canada was established by the 
National Museums Act in 1968 and is a departmental corpora- 
tion named in Schedule II to the Financial Administration Act. 


The Corporation’s objective is to demonstrate, and to assist 
others to demonstrate, the products of nature and culture, with 
particular but not exclusive reference to Canada, so as to 
increase interest in and to disseminate knowledge of Canada’s 
natural and cultural legacy for the enrichment of present and 
future generations. 


The Corporation’s operations comprise the National Gallery 
of Canada, the Canadian Museum of Civilization, the National 
Museum of Natural Sciences, the National Museum of Science 
and Technology, Corporate Management and Corporate Ser- 
vices. 


2. Accounting policies 
(a) Basis of accounting 


Expenses and revenue are accounted for using the accrual 
basis of accounting, except for refunds of previous years’ 
expenditure and the trust account which are recorded on a 
cash basis. Parliamentary appropriations are recorded in 
the year to which they apply. 


(b) Inventories 


Inventories are valued at the lower of cost and net realiza- 
ble value, except for the cost of books and pamphlets 
which is written down on a straight-line basis over a 
five-year period to take into account obsolescence.

(c) Property and equipment 


Property and equipment are carried at cost and depreciated 
using the straight-line method over their estimated useful 
lives as follows:

Expenses related to the design and development of exhib- 
its, and the fit-up of new accommodations excluding 
property and equipment, are charged to operations in the 
year they occur. 


(d) Collections 


Collections constitute the major portion of the Corpora- 
tion’s assets but are shown at a nominal value of $1,000 
on the balance sheet because of the practical difficulties 
in reflecting them at a meaningful value. Objects pur- 
chased for the collections of the Corporation are recorded 
as expenses in the year of acquisition. Objects donated to 
the Corporation are not recorded in the books of accounts. 


(e) Services provided without charge 


Amounts for services provided without charge by Govern- 
ment departments are included in operating expenses. 


(f) Pension plan 


The employees of the Corporation participate in the Public 
Service Superannuation Plan administered by the Govern- 
ment of Canada. The employees and the Corporation 
contribute equally to the cost of the Plan. This contribu- 
tion represents the total liability of the Corporation. 
Contributions in respect of current service are expensed 
during the year in which services are rendered. With re- 
spect to admissible past service, contributions are 
expensed when paid; the terms of payment are set by the 
applicable purchase conditions. 


(g) Publishing and boutiques operations 


Operating expenses of publishing and boutiques, includ- 
ing costs relating to personnel, travel, transportation, 
advertising, building maintenance, rent and utilities, are 
included in operating expenses. 


(h) Employee termination benefits 


On termination of employment, employees of the Corpo- 
ration are entitled to certain benefits provided for under 
their collective agreement and their conditions of employ- 
ment. The cost of these benefits is expensed in the year in 
which they are earned. 


Devolution 


On May 21, 1987, the Minister of Communications an- 
nounced the Government’s decision to proceed with the 
phasing out of the National Museums of Canada (NMC). Con- 
sequently, the responsibilities, authority and accountability of 
the directors of the National Gallery of Canada, the National 
Museum of Science and Technology, the Canadian Museum of 
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Civilization and the National Museum of Natural Sciences will 
be increased. In addition, the majority of the staff, functions 
and resources of Corporate Services were transferred to the 
four museums as of April 1, 1988. 


The National Programmes and associated support services 
provided by Corporate Services were transferred to the Depart- 
ment of Communications as of September 1, 1987 pursuant to 
a Privy Council Order (PC 1987-1776). 


In June, 1989, legislation (Bill C-12) creating four new 
institutions received second reading and was sent to legislative 
committee for further study.

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MANAGEMENT REPORT 


We have prepared the accompanying financial statement of the 
National Research Council of Canada in accordance with the 
reporting requirements and standards of the Receiver General for 
Canada. The primary responsibility for the integrity and objectivity 
of data in this financial statement rests with the management of the 
Council. 


This financial statement was prepared in accordance with the 
accounting policies set out in Note 2, on a basis consistent with that 
of the preceding year. Some of the information included in this 
financial statement is based on management’s best estimates and 
judgements and gives due consideration to materiality. To fulfill its 
reporting responsibility, the Council maintains a set of accounts 
which provides a centralized record of the Council’s financial 
transactions. Financial information contained in the ministerial 
statements and elsewhere in the Public Accounts is consistent with 
that in this financial statement, unless indicated otherwise. 


The Council’s finance branch develops and disseminates 
financial management and accounting policies, and issues specific 
directives which maintain standards of accounting and financial 
management. The Council maintains systems of financial 
management and internal control. Transactions are executed in 
accordance with prescribed regulations, within parliamentary 
authorities, and are properly recorded to maintain accountability of 
Government funds and to safeguard the Council’s assets. Financial 
management and internal control systems are augmented by the 
maintenance of internal audit programs. The Council also seeks to 
assure the objectivity and integrity of data in its financial statement 
by the careful selection, training and development of qualified staff, 
by organizational arrangements that provide appropriate divisions 
of responsibility, and by communication programs aimed at 
ensuring that its regulations, policies, standards and managerial 
authorities are understood throughout the organization. 


The Council’s accounting and reporting systems are under 
constant review and upgrading. The Finance Branch has taken 
advantage of the latest in computer technology to develop a 
Council wide "End User Reporting System" and a comprehensive 
"Physical Assets Management System". The asset system offers the 
Council better control and tracking of its assets and both systems 
provide for flexible and timely management reports. 


The Council has made further improvements in its cash 
management practices. Extensive use is being made of travel cards, 
travellers cheques and other cost cutting measures such as discount 
fares and fequent flyer programs. The Council is also piloting the 
use of credit cards as a means of making small purchases and has 
established a Cost Accounting Unit to assist management in matters 
of revenue generation, fee setting, costing and contracting-in.

NOTES TO THE STATEMENT OF OPERATIONS 
MARCH 31, 1989 


1. Authority and purpose 


The National Research Council of Canada was established 
under the National Research Council Act 1966-67 and is a 
departmental corporation named in Schedule II to the Finan- 
cial Administration Act. The objectives of the Council are to 
create, acquire and promote the application of scientific and 
engineering knowledge to meet Canadian needs for economic, 
regional and social development and to promote and provide 
for the use of scientific and technical information by the 
people and Government of Canada to meet Canadian needs for 
economic, regional and social development. The Council’s 
operating, capital and grant expenditures are funded through 
budgetary lapsing appropriations and revenue credited to vote. 
Employee benefits are authorized by a statutory authority. 


2. Significant accounting policies 


The statement of operations has been prepared using the 
following accounting policies: 


(a) Expenditure recognition 


All expenditure is recorded on the accrual basis, in accord- 
ance with the Government’s PAYE accounting policy, with 
the exception of termination benefits and vacation pay 
which are recorded on the cash basis. 


(b) Revenue recognition 


Revenue is recorded on a cash receipts basis in accordance 
with the Government’s accounting policies. 


(c) Capital purchases 


Acquisitions of capital assets are charged to operating 
expenditure in the year of purchase.

(d) Estimates of amounts for services provided without charge 
from Government departments are included in 
expenditures. 


(e) Refunds of previous years’ expenditure 


Refunds of previous years’ expenditure are recorded as 
revenue when received and are not deducted from expen- 
diture.

PUBLIC ACCOUNTS, 1988-89 


There are three types of approval/authority for the write-off or forgiveness of debts, obligations and claims: 


(i) Ministerial approval represents authority given to Ministers under the Financial Administration Act (FAA) or other Acts of 


Parliament as described in (i)(a) and (b)— 


(a) Section 25(1) of the FAA gives Ministers, through Treasury Board regulations, general authority to approve the write-offs, 
from the memorandum departmental accounts receivable, of any debt other than overpayments of salaries, wages, and 
employment-related allowances, obligation or claim that does not exceed $25,000. 


(b) Other Acts of Parliament (eg. Bankruptcy Act) give Ministers general authority to approve the write-off or forgiveness of 


specific debts, obligations or claims. 


(ii) Treasury Board approval— Section 25(1) of the FAA allows a Minister, with specific Treasury Board approval, to write-off, 
from memorandum departmental accounts receivable, any debt, obligation or claim that exceeds $25,000. Certain debts, 
obligations or claims less than $25,000, such as the overpayment of salaries, wages and employment-related allowances, may 


need Treasury Board approval to be written off. 


(iii) Parliamentary authority— 


(a) Section 25(2) of the FAA requires that where a debt, obligation or claim included in the Statement of Assets and Liabilities 
of Canada is to be written off, the write-off must be authorized by Parliament as a budgetary item in an Appropriation Act or 


some other Act. 


(b) Section 25(4) of the FAA specifies that any debt, obligation or claim of a Crown corporation due to the Government may be 
forgiven by being included in a budgetary vote of an Appropriation Act. 


(c) Ministers may also be given specific approval to forgive a debt, obligation or claim as provided by Parliament in a specific 


Act.

Therefore, amounts representing billed but uncollected and/or 
unbilled and accrued financial claims arising from amounts owed to 
a Government body for self-assessed taxes, use of its assets or from 
proceeds for provision of services and interest capitalized, deferred, 
due and accrued, are not recorded as accounts receivable in the 
accounts of Canada, nor are they reported as assets on the Statement 
of Assets and Liabilities. These items, however, are controlled 
through memorandum accounts kept by Government bodies and are 
presented in this statement. 


Outside parties represents accounts receivable from outside the 
Government. Allowance for doubtful accounts represents the total 
accounts receivable which are scheduled for write off or forgiveness

Federal contributions in respect of provincial and territorial health care services are included under the established programs financing 
arrangements found in Part VI of the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Federal Post-Secondary Education and Health Contributions 
Act, 1977. Total entitlements of each province are based on a per capita amount prescribed in legislation. The amount is escalated annually in 
line with the growth of the gross national product and population. The tax contribution is the current value of a legislatively prescribed number 
of tax points (and the fiscal equalization associated with them). Cash payments are the difference between total entitlements and the tax 
contribution plus adjustments related to prior years payments. The equalization associated with the tax transfer is paid under the fiscal 
equalization program administered by the Department of Finance. The amount of these cash and tax transfers in 1988-89 is shown above. 


The payment of cash contributions is also subject to provisions of the Canada Health Act. The Act requires that the provinces not permit extra 
billing by a medical practitioner or a dentist or the assessment of specified user charges by a hospital. Should a province fail to comply with 
these conditions, the Act provides for automatic deductions from the cash contributions. During 1988-89 no deductions were made.

Federal contributions in respect of provincial and territorial health care services are included under the established programs financing 
arrangements found in Part VI of the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Federal Post-Secondary Education and Health Contributions 
Act, 1977. These contributions are calculated from a predetermined per capita base amount escalated on the basis of growth in the gross national 
product. This value is then multiplied by the population of each province to determine the provincial entitlement. These contributions take the 
form of a transfer of a predetermined number of tax points (and associated equalization) estimated at 6.4 billion in 1988-89, together with a 
residual cash payment (as shown above). The payment of these cash contributions is also subject to various provisions of the Canada Health 
Act. In order that a full cash contribution may be paid, provinces must satisfy program criteria respecting public administration, comprehens- 
iveness, universality, portability and accessibility throughout the fiscal year, and in addition, must agree to provide the Minister of Health and 
Welfare with required information and must give recognition to the contributions and payments made by Canada under the Canada Health Act. 


Additionally, the Act requires that the provinces must not permit extra billing by a medical practitioner or a dentist (for surgical dental services 
requiring a hospital for their proper conduct) or the assessment of user charges by a hospital. Should a province fail to comply with these 
conditions, the Act provides for automatic deductions from cash contributions. All provinces are presently complying with these requirements, 
as they are defined under the Canada Health Act.

Federal Family Allowances are paid in respect of dependent children under age 18. Although payment is normally made to the mother, it may 
be made to any person who has assumed responsibility for the maintenance of the child. Special Allowances are paid for children who are 
maintained by agencies or institutions. The legislation provides for annual escalation of the allowance in January of each year based on increases 
in the Consumer Price Index in excess of 3%. The federal monthly rate of family allowances per child was $32.38 in 1988 and $32.74 in 1989. 
Special allowances were $48.31 a month in 1988 and $48.84 in 1989. 


A provincial government may request the federal government to vary the federal family allowances rate payable in that province on the basis 
of the age of the children or the number of children in the family, or both, provided that the smallest monthly payment in that province is at least 
60% of the federal rate and the average monthly amount paid for all children in that province for a specific four year period is equal to the 
average monthly federal rate over the same period. The provinces of Alberta and Quebec have exercised this option. 


In March 1989, there were 3,674,897 families and agencies receiving an average of $60.00 on behalf of 6,608,516 eligible children. 


Child Tax Credit is an income-tested benefit designed to assist low and middle income families with children. The basic amount of 1988 Child 
Tax Credit was $559.00 per child. The total credit payable was reduced by 5% of net family income above $24,090. Payments applicable to 
taxation years 1986, 1987 and 1988 made from April 1, 1988 to March 31, 1989 amounted to $22,254,044, $1,085,621,316 and $329,438,404 
respectively, a total of $1,437,313,763.

A full or partial basic Old Age Security pension is payable at age 65 or later to everyone who has met certain residence requirements. 


A Guaranteed Income Supplement is an additional amount payable to pensioners who have little or no income apart from the Old Age Security 
pension. Entitlement is normally based on income in the preceding calendar year, computed in accordance with the Income Tax Act. Where a 


married couple is concerned, each is considered to have one half of their combined income. 


Spouse’s Allowance is payable to the spouse of a pensioner if the spouse is age 60 to 64 and to widows and widowers aged 60 to 64. All 


recipients must meet certain residence requirements. Entitlement is based on income. 


All benefits under the Old Age Security program are subject to change in January, April and October of each year based on increases in the 


Consumer Price Index.

Federal contributions in respect of post-secondary education are included under the established programs financing arrangements found in 
Part VI of the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Federal Post-Secondary Education and Health Contributions Act, 1977. Total 
entitlements for each province are based on a per capita amount prescribed in legislation. The amount is escalated annually in line with the 
growth of the gross national product and population. The tax contribution is the current value of a legislatively prescribed number of tax points 
(and the fiscal equalization associated with them). Cash payments are the difference between total entitlements and the tax contribution plus 
adjustments related to prior years payments. The equalization associated with the tax transfer is paid under the fiscal equalization program 
administered by the Department of Finance.
